'El' Accident in

through two wooden cars of an 
elevated train crowded with sub­ 
urbanites bound for work early 
today, killing one person and in­ 
juring scores. 
It was the second major acci­ 
dent on Chicago’s elevated rail­ 
way system in five weeks. 
Authorities believed an explosion 
touched off the fire and electro­ 
cuted the motorman before the 
flames spread back through the 
lead car of the Evanston special 
bound for downtown Chicago. 
Persons waiting on the Howard 
Street 
platform at the northern 
boundary of Chicago said the car 
was burning when the train pass­ 
ed that station. It halted at the 
next stop south. 
Panic swept through the cars.

claimed there were “205 card- 
carrying 
Communists” 
in the 
State Department “known to Sec­ 
retary Dean Acheson,” Two days 
later he changed the figure to 57 
Communists, and nine days after 
that to 81. 
Despite the obvious unreliability 
of McCarthy’s figures, American 
newspapers played it up. A cam­ 
paign year was approaching. The 
issue of McCarthyism 
flared be­ 
fore the American public. Witch- 
hunting 
became the 
chief con­ 
gressional sport of the day. 
In the end not one of those in 
the State Department to whom 
McCarthy pointed was proved 
a 
Communist.* 
Scene 2—Wisconsin in 1956. The 
junior senator from that state an­ 
nounced he would run for the Sen­ 
ate again. Locally this was news. 
There had been considerable talk 
that McCarthy for health reasons 
would not run again. 
But news 
of his announcement wes buried 
in the inside pages. 
Scene 3—West Allis, a suburb 
of Milwaukee. 
McCarthy waa to 
speak. A few years ago any meet­ 
ing 
featuring McCarthy 
would 
have been packed. At West Allis 
75 people turned up. 
Scene 4—The GOP campaign in 
Wisconsin this year. 
Shortly af­ 
ter McCarthy 
was re-elected in 
1952 he was the Wisconsin Lincoln 
Day speaker. With him was Ver­ 
non Thomson, who made a maud­ 
lin 
speech praising 
McCarthy. 
Last 
month 
the 
same Vernon 
Thomson, running for governor of 
Wisconsin, 
was very careful ail 
during 
his 
campaigi to let no 
news photographer take a picture 
of him alongside the once herald­ 
ed Joe McCarthy. 
Epilogue—Not one of the State 
Department officials to whom Mc­ 
Carthy pointed was ever proved a 
Communist. 
The moral is 
not “how the 
mighty have fallen” but rather 
how the press of America can 
make or break a man. McCarthy 
was a great figure as long ss he 
w n pointing to Communists in­ 
side the Truman administration 


He was not a great figure when he 
pointed to Communists inside the 
Eisenhower administration. There 
were very few Communists 
in 
either.

Landmark, to Be Flooded

|“Nigger Spring.” It was near this 
[spring 
that preliminary excava- 
[tions made a few years ago by Ir- 
gjvin Peithman of SIU indicated that 
[more extensive research might re­ 


veal highly significant findings. 
1 
That the salt making industry 
near Equality was important in 
an early day is indicated by the 
fact that it, more than any other 
one factor, served to shape the 
policy of the new state concerning 
slavery. It also did much to bring 
about the movement to open Illi­ 
nois to slavery at a later date. 
Pits mark the site* of old wells 
in the Half Moon Lick area. Some 
of these pits have large trees grow­ 
ing within them or on their edges 
to indicate that they were aban­ 
doned more than IOO years ago. 
More well pits, filled and stacked 
with brush, are seen in a newly 
cleared field. They are the places 
where additional wells were sunk 
in an effort to obtain a better 
grade of brine. 
Landmark to Disappear 
Many of the workmen at the lick, 
both slave and white, lived in the 
village of Equality. Others lived 
in houses near the lick. A walk 
across the newly deared field al­ 
ready mentioned reveals numerous 
spots where broken pieces of pot 
tery, china, bricks and discolored 
stones show that a dwelling once 
stood. In another field on the oth­ 
er side of the woodland a number 
of wells and cisterns could be seen 
a few years ago. Two of them are 
still in evidence. 
When the salt 
works was in full operation, sev 
oral hundred men worked here and 
there was a considerable village 
near the lick. 
Now, after a few good rains, 
Half Moon Lick, one of the most 
noted landmarks connected with 
the story of early Southern Illinois, 
will disappear. The “lick” will be 
submerged. 
A 
recently 
constructed 
dam 
across the outlet through which 
the famous salt lick drained will 
create a lake covering the site and 
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some 30 or 40 additional acres of 
land. Half Moon Lick will be in 
the deeper part near the dam. 


None of Buildings Left 


There can be nothing particular­ 
ly wrong with the placing of this 
dam. The deer and buffalo, evi­ 
dently millions of them, that once 
came along the now dim trails to 
lick the salty earth have been gone 
for a long, long time. Gone, also, 
are the Indians who came here to 
hunt or to make salt for them­ 
selves. Even the white men who 
came here to establish the first 
saltworks, for many years the most 
important industry in the region, 
have been gone for more than 80 
years. 


None of the buildings that served 
the early industry are left. 
The 
derricks, towers, tanks, furnaces, 
offices, shops and dwellings have 
all disappeared. 
To the casual 
viewer little remains to indicate 
the extent of the industry that once 
flourished here. 


Some very old persons can still 
point out the site where Castle and 
Temple, 
last operators 
of the 
works, had their office These same 
persons will help you find bits of 
low crumbling* walls 
that once; 
were the foundations upon which 
the kettles and pans were arrang­ 
ed to boil the salty water. 
About j 
these sites one also finds bits of 
broken kettles and pans and iron 
fittings that now are puzzling. 


To one who would browse about 
over the scenes of early Illinois 
history, a trip to the spot where 
this early industry flourished would 
prove rewarding. A book could be 
written about the Gallatin Salines.

$38,OM,OOO,OOO Budget Expected 
The Defense Department is ex­ 
pected to propore spending slight­ 
ly more than 38 billion dollars in 
the fiscal year starting next July. 
The expected proposal of a 38 
billion dollar budget would be 2 
billion more than in the current 
fiscal year. But it is far less than 
an estimated 48 billion dollars that 
the 
armed services 
originally 
thought they needed.

Eden to Lead 
Britain Drive to 
Restore Economy 
LONDON (UP) — Sir Anthony 
Eden will remain Britain’s prime 
minister and lead the nation in an 
all-out drive to restore a sound 
economy weakened by the Suez in­ 
vasion, Conservative Party sources 
said today. 
Fifteen “Suez Rebels” abstained 
Thursday night when Eden won a 
vote of confidence on his Middle 
East policies, but political sources 
said the Conservatives would treat 
the revolt as one that has fizzled 
and continue to back Eden. 
It was believed Eden’s stand was 
strengthened by U. S. Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon’s declara­ 
tion in New York Thursday night 
that it is vital for the United States 
to aid Britain in the “financial 
plight” the nation suffered as a re­ 
sult of the Suez crisis. 
R. A. Butler, Eden’s deputy and 
stand-in while the prime minister 
recuperates in Jamaica from “se­ 
vere overstrain,” left no doubt 
Eden planned to stay on as leader 
of Britain and the “Conservative 
Party.” 


Philippines 
Voted to UN 
Security Council 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. AV- 
The Philippines, with the backing 
of the United States, won a first 
ballot victory over Russian-backed 
Czecboslavakia today for a place 
in the 
United Nations 
security 
council. 
The Philippines received 51 votes 
to 20 for Czechoslovakia. 
Single 
votes were cast for Afghanistan, 
Spain and Yugoslavia. 
The Philippines will take its seat 
on the council Jan. I. 
The election was to fill a one 
year unexpired term occasioned 
by the resignation of Yugoslavia 
in accordance with an agreement 
reached last year to break a 36- 
ballot deadlock between that coun­ 
try and the Philippines. 
Under a formula worked out by 
Chile’s Dr. Jose Maza, then presi­ 
dent of the assembly, the Philip­ 
pines and Yugoslavia drew lots to 
decide which should be elected to 
the council. 
Yugoslavia won the 
chance drawing and, under the 
formula, agreed to resign after 
serving only 
half the two-year 
term. 
Yugoslavia last month announc­ 
ed its resignation from the council 
as of Jan. I. 
But Russia propos­ 
ed Czechoslovakia 
for the seat, 
which originally was allotted to 
“ Eastern Europe” under a gentle­ 
men’s agreement reached in Lon­ 
don in 1946. 


CHICAGO (IP)—Albert E. Jenner 
Jr., special counsel for the Illinois 
Budgetary Commission, has blam­ 
ed failure to revamp some aspects 
of state government for “ corrup­ 
tion of public officials and private 
morals.” 
Jenner spoke at a meeting of 
the Taxpayers’ Federation of Illi­ 
nois. The group is seeking to rally 
support for fiscal reorganization 
of state government. 
Jenner, who helped investigate 
the 2 1-2 million dollar embezzle­ 
ment by ex-State Auditor Orville 
E. Hodge, said state government 
has not been studied for the past 
39 years and “the price we pay 
for it is far greater than money.” 
“ It is a sordid story of corrup­ 
tion of public officials and private 
morals,” he said. 
Jenner and interim State Audi­ 
tor Lloyd Morey 
presented the 
meeting with a program of reforms 
which they called a blue print for 
good government. 
Jenner said conflict of interest 
should be avoided in public af­ 


fairs and state employes must de 
vote all their energy and talent 
to the public trust. 
Named at the meeting was 
special subcommittee consisting of 
members of numerous civic groups 
to study the problem of supervis­ 
ing financial institutions. 
The subcommittee is part of a 
steering committee appointed by 
the taxpayers’ federation.
